LONDON. April 1 4 (AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher, opening an 
emergency debate in parliament Wednesday, 
repeated Britain's insistence on Argentine 
withdrawal from the Falkland Islands before 
any negotiations on their future sovereignty. 

She said Britain will continue to seek a 
diplomatic solution to the crisis brought on by 
Argentina's invasion of the South Atlantic 
chain April 2, but warned: “Our diplomacy is 
backed by strength. And we have. the resolve 
to use that strength if necessary." 

The prime minister told the House of 
Commons, recalled from recess, that six days 
of “complex, changing and difficult" shuttle 
diplomacy by U.S. Secretary of State Alex- 
ander M. Haig Jr. had produced some prog- 

Soviets urged 
to keep off 

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AFP) — 
White House staff member, Edwin Meese, 
indirectly warned the Soviet Union Wednes- 
day against supplying Argentina with intel- 
ligence information over the location of a 
British task force headed for Falkland 
Islands. 

The United States “would hope that the 
Soviets would not further complicate a very 
delicate situation" concerning the dispute 
between Britain and Argentina over the 
islands. Meese. President Ronald Reagan's 
counselor, said. 

Meese, in an interview with the CBS TV 
network, was apparently alluding to reports 
that Moscow was using satellites and inter- 
cepted communications between British 
ships to tell Argentina of the positions of the 
British fleet. 

Meese added that there was “considerable 
confusion” over the extent of U.S. aid to 
Britain in the crisis. The nature of that aid 
“will fee cleared up in the course of the day.” 
he 4dded v say irig ‘T m- not confirming any- 
thing.” 

He was referring to reports that Washing- 
ton was using its satellites to allow British 
submarines to communicate with the task 
force, and to transmit weather reports.

because they flouted our basic principles.” 

She did not elaborate on this but added, 
“our objective... is that the people of the 
Falkland Islands shall be free to determine 
their own way of life and their own future.” 
She sard this could only be satisfied by a pull- 
out of Argentine forces. “Withdrawal of the 
invaders' troops must come first.” 

Mrs. Thatcher said in the British view, that 
meeting would be crucial. The prime minis- 
ter. facing the gravest challenge of her politi- 
cal career was warmly received in Commons. 
After her speech. Michael Foot, leader of the 
opposition Labor Party, pledged continued 
support for her handling of the crisis — to 
loud cheers from legislators. 

Mrs. Thatcher outlined her nation's milit- 
ary preparations, which she said “appears to 
have exerted influence in Argentina She 
said Argentina has so far made no effort to 
challenge Britain's naval blockade of the 
Falklands. The Argentine Navy, she said, is 
concentrated outside the 200 nautical mige 
(370 km) war zone established by Britain on 
Monday. 

In-the meantime, she said, a British naval 
task force “is proceeding with ail speed” 
toward the islands. She said it included two 
aircraft carriers, five destroyers, seven fri- 
gates, five assault ships and a number of sup- 
port vessels. 

. “The composition of the force and the 
speed with which it was assembled and put to 
sea dearly demonstrate our determination,” 
Mrs. Thatcher said. 

The British domestic news agency Press 
Association, whose correspondent is on 
board the task force flagship HMS Hermes, 
reported a “council of war” was convened by 
top officers Tuesday on board another car- 
rier. HMS Invincible. On the Hermes , 
marines and navy gunners practiced with live 
rounds, it said. 

The navy disclosed Wednesday it . was. ■ 
recommissioning the assault ship HMS 
Intrepid, currently in mothballs at the navy 
dockyard in Porsmouth. Also being pressed 
into service was the 18446-ton Cunard line 
container shrpAtfcmrir Conveyor, which was 
lo carry some 20 Harrier vertical-takeoff jets.

Meanwhile Gen. Qassem Ali Zahimejad, 
commander of the Iranian armed forces, said 
his country has no designs on Iraqi territory, 
international news agency IRNA reported 
Wednesday. But the Iranian generaL whose 
forces were fighting in southern Khuzestan 
province last month, said Iran was intent on 
overthrowing the Iraqi president. IRNA said. 

Gen. Zahirnejad's remarks came two days 
after the Iraqi president suggested he might 
be willing to withdraw his troops if Iran would 
guarantee not to encroach on Iraqi territory. 

“Since Ayatollah Khomeini has ordered 
the army to be a defensive one, Iran has no 
intention of invading any country" Gen. 
Zahimejad said. . 

The Iranian commander said relations 
between the two waning neighbors would 
improve after an Iranian military success and 
the overthrow of the Iraqi president, whose 
he indicated was the main obstacle to a peace- 
ful solution to the war.

Peking protests U.S. deal 


— . PEKING, April 14 <R) — Communist 
China protested strongly to the United States 
Wednesday about Ihc planned sale of milit- 
: ;ajy spare parts to -Nationalist China 
“ (Taiwan), but held back -from downgrading 
^diplomatic ties as had seemed almost inevit- 
aWe a short time ago. 

/ . In a note handed lo the U.S.ambassador in 
T Peking, the foreign ministry described the 
. planned $60 million sale as an act interfering 
-with Communist China’s sovereignty. 

—But it made dear Peking was accepting 
American assurances that- the deal involved 
only spare parts and hot weapons, and that 
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the' Reagan administration would not con- 
sider further arms sales to Taipei while talks 
continued on the issue between U.S. and 
Chinese officials. 

The statement gave a warning, that "if the 
U.S. government should continue to dis- 
regard Peking's sovereignty and go back on 
the above assurance- given to the Chinese 
side, it must be held responsible for all the 
consequences arfeng therefrom.” 

The spare parts sale, which the U.S. 
Defense Department Tuesday asked the 
American Congress to approve, has been 
seen in Peking as a test of Washington’s sin- 
cerity in wanting to build better relations with 
Communist China after normalizing dip- 
lomatic ties in 1979. 

Normalization, some 30 years after the 
Communists won the civil war and drove the 
nationalists on to Taipei brought with it a 
rapid flowering of economic, scientific and 
cultural cooperation. Sino- American trade 
last year totaled $5-5 billion and U.S. capital 
and know-how seemed destined to play . a key 
role in Communist stale's rapid moderniza- 
tion program. 

Bvit this year. the Communists began to 
attack the United States for its residual ties 
with Taipei, especially its sales of arms. Some 
Western diplomatic sources said that Deng 
Xiaoping, the powerful party vice-chairman, 
was having to take a firm line on Taipei to 
placate anti-American diehards in the lead- 
ership in order to pish through his economic 
reforms. 

Last month he was quoted as saying that 
the U-S. had left Communist China no zoom 
for maneuver on the issue.

Anti-Israel riots continue 



TEL AVIV, April 14 (Agencies)^- Israeli 
gunshots wounded two Arab ij^dra^tratore 
and 1 2 Israelis were injured h^rocjss Wed- 
nesday as anti-Israeli riots, sparked by the 
Israeli gun attack on the A1 At^ atid Omar 
Mosques, went into their fourth* day. 

The military command said a Palestinian in 
Hebron and another in Ralandia suffered 
bullet wounds when they hurled rocks at 
military vehicles. Two Israelis suffered 
medium injuries from rocks thrown at then- 
car in Qalqiliya in the West Bank, and six 
others were slightly hurt when their car hit a 
barrage of stones in the occupied Gaza Strip, 
the command claimed. Police repotted four 
Israelis were injured by rock-throwers in 
occupied Jerusalem’s Azh ariya quarters. 

Meanwhile, two little girls who were 
injured in the Israeli shooting at the A1 Aqsa 
and Omar Mosques are in a critical condition 
with head injuries. Sanaa Abdulkerim. 5, 
underwent brain surgery for a bullet wound 
and Bracha Kamm, 3, suffered a fractured 
skull from a rock thrown into a bus carrying 
her. Doctors said she may go blind in one eye. 

Two buses traveling in Arab Jerusalem and 
the outskirts of Bethlehem were damaged in 
stoning. Stones also hit an army vehicle in El 
Bireh, and in several West Bank towns, 
youths set up roadblocks of rocks and burn- 
ing tires, the military said. 

The army clamped curfews on two Palesti- 
nian refugee camps in Gaza Strip where 1 9 
young Arabs were hit by Israeli bullets and 10 
by rock throwing Tuesday. Four Israeli sol- 


diers were injured by stones, the army said. 
The town of Rafah. with 80,000 persons also, 
was under curfew, Arab sources in Gaza said. 

Troops used cutting torches to open sev- 
eral stores in Gaza city and break a business 
strike. In West Bank towns, the strike was 
observed, the army said, but Arab sources 
said the shutdown was almost complete. 

In Dakar, Arab League Secretary-General 
Chadli Klibi cut short a visit to Senegal Tues- 
day because of the Middle East situation. He 
left for Beirut via Paris and will go on to Syria 
and Iraq. 

He warned at a luncheon hosted Tuesday 
by Justice Minister Alioune Mbengue that 
Israel was preparing to annex the Jordan 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip.

Israel responsible for attack 
on mosques , Arabs tell U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS. April 14 (Agencies) 
— Arabs told the U.N. Security Council Tue- 
sday that Israel was responsible for the shoot- 
ing that killed and wounded scores of Arabs 
at the A1 Aqsa and Omar mosques Sunday. 
Israel backed by the United. States, put aH 
the blame on the man that did it and sugges- 
ted he was “crazy” 

They all spoke at the opening of a debate 
on Lhe shooting that the 15-nation council 
undertook at the request of King Hassan II of 
Morocco, chairman of the Jerusalem Commi- 
ttee of the Organization of Islamic Confer- 
ence. The council voted at the start, over U.S. 
opposition, to let the Palestine Liberation 
Organization take part in the debate with the 
same privileges as if it were a U.N. member 
country. The tally on Jordan's proposal to 
that effect was 1 1-1 with three abstentions — 
by Britain, France and Japan. 

The debate concerned the shooting spree 
in which an Israeli army reservist identified as 


Alan Harry Gunman, 38, from Baltimore, 
Maryland, in the United States, fired 
an M-16 automatic rifle at worshipers in the 
A1 Aqsa and Omar mosques. 

King Hassan, in a message read to the cou- 
ncil by Moroccan Ambassador Mehdi Mrant 
Zentar, stressed that “an Israeli military man 
in uniform'' did the shooting. “The responsi- 
bility Israel bears cannot be denied," he said. 
“One cannot imagine that the author of such 
action was acting on his own initiative.” 

Jordanian Ambassador Hazem Nuseibeh 
told the council that “a gang of heavily- 
armed Israeli troops directed heavy fire” at 
A1 Aqsa Mosque and the neighboring Dome 
of the Rock to cover the lone gunman as he 
shot his way into the latter building. Then, he 
said, the so-alled “Israeli anti-riot tro- 
ops stormed the Dome of the Rock and 

ensured the safety of the criminal by firing at 
the crowd and carried him away in a dosed 
military van to safety.” 


Syria confiscates Iraqi crude oil 


NICOSIA. April 14 (AP) — Syria has con- 
fiscated 1 .5 million barrels of Iraqi crude oil 
which was ready to be exported ■ through Lhe 
Syrian port of Saniyas. Iraqi Oil Minister 
Tayeh Abdul Karim charged Wednesday. 

“The minister told the official Iraqi News 
Agency that Syrian police seized the oil, 
stored in beachstde tanks and ordered the oil 
tankers awaiting to load to leave Syrian ter- 
ritorial waters. 

Destination of the nearly 1.5 million bar- 
rels of oil and the names of the oil tankers 
reportedly expelled from Syrian waters were 
not mentioned. Syria last week shut down a 
pipeline that carried 300.000 barrels a day of 
crude from northern Iraqi oilfields to Banivas 
and the port of Tripoli in northern Lebanon. 

The Syrian moves heightened the tension 


between the two Arab countries which are 
Oiled by rival factions of the Arab Socialist 
Baath Party. 1NA quoted Abdul Karim as 
saying the closure of the pipeline would cost 
Syria and Lebanon more than S450 million in 
lost crude transit royalties, of which Syria 
took 85 percent. He'said Syria “also lost a 
strategic guarantee of steady oil supply on i' : 
short and long run unaffected by outsiue 
events. 

Syria is an importer of crude oil. No figures 
are available on its local production, which is 
believed to be less than the 300.000 
barrels-a-day level. Iran reportedly has 
promised to compensate for any crude oil 
losses Syria might suffer because of its siding 
with Iran in the war with Iraq. 


King asks citizens 


to aid Palestinians

RIYADH, April 14 — King Khaled 
appealed Wednesday for assistance to the 
Palestinians in the occupied territories. He 
asked citizens and expatriates to extend help 
by donating to the freedom fighters to bolster 
their struggle against the repression of the 
Zionists and their attack on defenseless 
civilians and designs to expel them from their 
country. 

The offices of the Palestine Liberation 
Front and the governorates of the Kingdom 
have been instructed to accept donations. 

Meanwhile government departments and 
private enterprises in the country remained 
closed Wednesday from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. in 
answer to the call by King Khaled to suspend 
all manner of business as an expression of 
support and participation with Lhe Palesti- 
nians in the occupied lands. Schools, banks, 
offices, airports, shops and showrooms were 
closed and traffic was light as it was restricted 
to a few private cars. 

The country's chambers of commerce had 
also joined in appealing to the private sector 
to rally to the King's call and join in expres- 
sing their disgust with the Israeli occupation 
policy of repression, murder and high han- 
dedness. 

King Khaled issued the call to the member 
states of the Organization of Islamic Confer- 
ence in his capacity as the current chairman of 
the Islamic summit conference. In letters to 
the members. King Khaled said that the 
occupation of the Arab lands is not only an 
aggression on innocent people but also a 
gross defiance and contempt of international 
covenants and norms. 

The letter followed the murder of several 
worshippers in the Aqsa Mosque of 


Jerusalem, third holiest place in Islam afler 
Makkah and Madinah. Scores of others were 
injured some seriously when an Israeli reg- 
ualr soldier opened fire pointblank at the 
congregation. 

“In the name of the Islamic summit of 
which i am honored to be the chairman, and 
also in the name of the government and peo- 
ple of the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia, 1 appeal 
to the international society in general to take 
decisive and adequate measures to put an end 
to these terrorist exercises which imply risks 
and dangers, contravene the international 
legal and moral norms and violate the sub- 
lime human values and ideals.” the King said. 

“In solidarity with your brothers in the 
occupied lands, 1 also urge you to enable 
those working in government departments as 
well as in private and public sectors to abstain 
from working a full day on Wednesday April 
14, 1 982. to express your support and assis- 
tance for them, and to pray to God for their 
victory and support,” he added. 

King Khaled expressed his satisfaction 
with the sincere feelings of the Saudi Arabian 
people and* their expressions of solidarity 
with their brethren in the occupied lands. 

“We thank God. who helped the Islamic 
world to unite in expressions of anger aiid 
discontent at the aggressions of the Zionist 
enemy on the worshipers in the holy Aqsa 
Mosque,” he said. 

King Khaled called on the Islamic states 
and Muslims everywhere to use this occasion 
as an opportunity to realize greater solidarity 
to uphold their religion and their holy cause. 

He thanked all those who contributed to 
this moral support and hoped that the Mus- 
lims will settle their differences and win the 
battle for their fateful causes. 


Millions halt day’s work 
to protest attack on Aqsa 


BEIRUT, April 14 (Agencies) — Millions 
of Muslims responded to King Khaletfs. 
appeal and staged an unprecedented day-long 
stoppage on Wednesday in protest against 
the Sunday shooting rampage in occupied 
Jerusalem. 

Air traffic was disrupted and banking and 
financial transactions were suspended in sev- 
eral money centers of the Gulf and the Mid- 
dle East. 

In Lebanon, demonstrators burned effigies 
of Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin in 
Palestinian refugee camps and schools. 
Government offices, cafes, seaports and air- 
ports were dosed in Syria, Lebanon,' Jordan, 
Iraq as well asjf await, Bahrain, Qatar and the 
United Arab Emirates. 

In Iran, Ayatollah Khomeini told a mass 
rally in Tehran the sacred Islamic Shrines in 
occupied Jerusalem were a pan- Islamic res- 
ponsibility and urged Muslims around the 
world to rise against Israeli occupation. 

Tehran Radio said more than one million 
Iranians paraded the streets of Tehran before 
converging on the rally grounds outside the 
.gates of the former American Embassy, 
chanting “Palestine, Palestine. 

In Washington, Diplomatic missions of 
some 40 Muslim states dosed their doors in a 
one-day protest. 

In Pakistan and Bangladesh, airports, 
seaports, railway stations, government 
officies, schools, banks, cinemas and shops 
were closed and the two countries were cut 
off from the rest of the world by a telecom- 
munications shut down. In major cities 
demonstrations were held against Israeli 
policies. Spedal prayers were also held for 
the victory of Palestinians. 

In Egypt , the only Arab country that has 
concluded a so-called peace treaty with 
Israel, Muslim and Christian leaders 
lamented the A1 Aqsa shooting.

Pentagon told to 

WASHINGTON, April 14 (R) — The 
United States should move as fast as possible 
to deploy battle platforms in space armed 
with powerful laser beam weapons, the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office (GAO), the inves- 
tigative arm of Congress, has said. 

In the publicly available summary of a sec- 
ret report, the GAO criticizes the Defense 
Department for not moving fast enough to 
develop constellations of laser platforms. 
These would use powerful beams of focused 
light that could be projected for thousands of 
kilometers through space to knock out 
attacking nuclear missiles or anti-satellite 
weapons. 

The Pentagon has requested $285 million 
for laser development in 1983, a figure seen 
by some Congressmen as too large and by 
others as too small. “The present program is a 
funding-iinuced approach,” the summary 
says. By not spending enough on lasers, the 
Defense Department risks failing to take 
advantage of potentially revolutionary tech- 
nology. it argues. 

The GAO urged the Pentagon to set a clear 
schedule for deploying laser battle stars as 
soon as possible, and said laser development 
now divided between various Pentagon 
departments, should be combined in a special 
space force section.

Wednesday assailed Israeli aggression which 
he said emerged again with recent distur- 
bances in Jerusalem and the West Bank. 
Turkmen made his statement in an address to 
ambassadors from 18 Arab and Muslim 
countries. The diplomats were invited to the 
Foreign Ministry in an apparent demonstra- 
tion of Turkey's solidarity with its Muslim 
brethren. 

In Cyprus , government announced the 
closure of the island's international airport at 
Larnaca for three hours Wednesday as a 
symbolic gesture of support. The airport 
remained closed from 14.00-17.00 GMT. 

In Republic of China , the government in a 
statement, strongly criticized the “atrocious 
and inhuman Israeli acts” in the Islamic holy 
places and reffirmed its continuous support 
to the just cause of the Arab nation. 

In Malaysia, government ordered a 
nationwide work stoppage Thursday to prot- 
est the shooting incident. All Malaysian 
government offices at the national, state and 
local levels will be closed and the private 
sector is expected to follow suit.

Creation of a 
Saudi-Philippine business council grouping 
prominent businessmen from both countries 
also is under the government's study. Saudi 
Arabia is the Philippines' third largest trading 
partner with bilateral trade touching $823.3 
million in 1980 compared to $296.6 million 
in 1976. 

During the period from 1 976 to 1 980, Fili- 
pino exports to the Kingdom registered a 
24.4 percent rise, increasing from $7.9 mil- 
lion to $26.8 million. Goods exported include 
fresh bananas, pineapples, plywood, lumber, 
Portland cement, electrical and electronic 
machinery, garments, handicarfts and furni- 
ture. 

However, imports outstripped by far Filip- 
ino exports to Saudi Arabia. In 1980, crude 
oil imports stood at 5796.5 million compared 
to S28S.6 million in 1 976, an increase of 19.5 
percent. Trade deficit between i the two count- 
ries. reached to $767.7 million in favor of 
Saudi Arabia from 5280.7 million in 1976. 

Basilio said that 21 Filipino companies are 
operating in the Kingdom which are carrying 
out 65 projects, worth about $800 million. 
They include roads and bridges, sewage sys- 
tem, buildings, housing complexes, electricity 
and petrochemical projects. There are 
150.000 Filipino workers in Saudi Arabia, 
according to Basilio.

BEIRUT, April 14 (AFP) — Saudi Arabia 
inaugurated 337 new factories last year rep- 
resenting capital investment of $2.22 billion, 
the Middle East Reporter said Wednesday.

Nigerian minister 
meets OAU chairman 

. NAIROBI. April 14 (AP) — Nigerian 
Foreign Minister Ishaya Audu conferred 
Wednesday with President Daniel Arap 
MoL current chairman of the Organization 
of African Unity, on the divisive issue of 
Western Sahara. 

The official Kenya News Agency said 
Audu passed on to Moi a special message 
from Nigerian President Shehu Shagari. 
The contents of the message were not discl- 
osed. but it was believed to concern a spe- 
cial OAU meeting to be held April 22-24 in 
the Nigerian capital of Lagos. 

The meeting, described as “informal” by 
'diplomatic sources, is expected to try to res- 
olve the controversy over the admission to 
Ithe OAU of the Polisario Front. The Polisa- 
rio has been fighting Morocco since 1976 
;for independence of Western Sahara. 

Morocco has been pressing For a full, ext- 
raordinary summit of African heads of state 
to rule on the admission last February of the 
.Polisario From under the name Sahrawi 
Arab Democratic Republic. OAU 
Secretary-General Edem Kodjo of Togo, in 
,a surprise administrative decision, seated a 
Polisario delegation as the 51st OAll 
member at a meeting of O A U foreign mini- 
sters in Addis Ababa, Ethiopia. Kodjo's 
decision has proved to be one of the most 
Idivisivc in the OALPs 19 -year history. 


The radio said Cordovez and Shah 
Muhammad Dost discussed " problems facing 
the region.** Details of the talks were not 
revealed. But Kabul Radio, quoting the offi- 
cial Bakhtar news agency, reiterated 
Afghan President Bahrak Karmafs proposal 
Iasi year as a basis for the solution of the 
Afghan crisis. The proposals, calling for rec- 
ognition ol the Karma! regime. .were rejected 
by both Iran and Pakistan. 

However, the Afghan government has 
offered its cooperation to Cordovez in his 
current mission with the hope that other par- 
ties involved in the issue would also assist 
him. the radio said. 

In an interview at Kabul airport. Cordovez 
said that his trip would help him in unders- 
tanding the views of the Afghan regime on 
the issue and hoped that the parties con- 
cerned would be able to find a basis for a 
“durable and lasting solution." the radio said. 

Cordovez will return to Islamabad Thurs- 
day fora second round of talks with Pakistani 
officials. He will leave for Afghanistan for 
further talks with the authorities in Kabul 
from where he will go to Tehran to discuss the 
problem with Iranian leaders. Meanwhile, an 
official Afghan news media has inadvertently- 
admitted that the Afghan government has 
drawn up an extensive plan in cooperation 
with the secret police Khnd to “liquidate 
counterrevolutionaries” (Islamic volunteers) 
fighting it in Kabul. The state-owned Kabul 
radio said in its Pushtu language news bulle- 
tin monitored in New Delhi Tuesday night 
that specific duties had been designated to 
the Khad. police and the army to “liquidate" 
Islamic fighters. 

The decision to implement the plan — 
apparently tailored in Moscow, observers 
said — was taken at a conference of police 
commanders, political chiefs of police forces, 
secretaries of police organizations, represen- 
tatives of Khad and the ruling People's 
Democratic Party, and ministers. 

The conference — which ended Tuesday 
— was called to "implement the resolution of 
the (March 14-15) party conference and the 
party action program to consider liquidation 
.of counter revolutionaries and designate 
specific duties to police and operative units in 
the administrative local state organs.” the 
radio said.

ISLAMABAD. April 14 (AFP) — Pakis- 
tan is to go ahead with a nuclear power pr<»- 
jeet at Chashma. with a generating capacity 
of 937 megawatts, almost 50 percent more 
than planned in an earlier project, official 
sources said Wednesday. 

The project, costing over SI. 600 million. 
will he completed by mid- 1988, they said. 
Chashma is some 250 kms south of here. An 
origfnul project, planned under executed 
former Premier Zulfikar Ali Bhutto in 1 976. 
called for a 600-mcgawatt nuclear complex 
including a fuel reprocessing plant from 
France. 

The plan was abandoned owing to stiff 
opposition from the United States, which 
feared Pakistan might acquire the ability to 
detonate an atomic bomb. Former French 
President Valery Giscard d* Estaing sus- 
pended the deal despite Pakistan's assur- 
ances that its nuclear program was geared at 
peaceful purposes. No details were given 
about the new set up. 

Danish premier 
seeks permission 
to meet Ecevit 

COPENHAGEN, April 14 (AP) — Den- 
mark has asked Turkish authorities to let 
Prime Minister Anker Joe rgensen visit jailed 
politieian Bulent Ecevit. an old friend. Dan- 
ish and Turkish sources said Tuesday. 

If Turkey were to allow the visit, Jocrgen- 
sen would go as chairman of the Danish 
Social Democratic Party and not as prime 
minister of Denmark, an aide to the prime 
minister said. "There has been contact on the 
official level, but the prime minister himself 
so far is not involved,” said Joergensen's 
aide, who asked not to be identified. 

A Turkish diplomat, who also requested 
anonymity, indicated that discussions are 
under way but added: “There is nothing off! 1 
dal yet.” He said, however, that he person- 
ally doubts permission would be granted for 
such a visit. “Ecevit’s party does not exist” 
under martial law. the Turk said. “Such a 
meeting would be in the nature of political 
activity, which is forbidden." 

Ecevit. a former prime minister, has been 
in trouble with Gen. Kenan Evren's military 
authorities for some time. 


BEIRUT. April 14 IR) — Large-scale gun 
battles broke nut Wednesday for the second 
successive day between rival factions in sev- 
eral towns and villages in South Lebanon, 
security sources said. 

Slate-run Beirut radio said several persons 
were killed Tuesday and 13 injured in fight- 
ing between the Amal militia and various 
Lebanese nationalist and Palestinian groups. 

It said fierce battles, involving heavy 
machine-gun and mcket-pnipelled grenades, 
had caused extensive damage to property. 
The security sources said 16 houses were 
damaged in Wednesday' s fighting at Aad- 
loun. Five persons were also injured. 

Amal has clashed repeatedly with national- 
ist and Palestinian factions in the last three 
years because of a mixture of political dis- 
putes and local rivalries. 

The latest fighting, the fiercest for 
sometime, broke out at a time of acute ten- 
sion m South Lebanon with Palestinian 
commandos and their nationalist Lebanese 
allies on full alert for a possible attack by 
Israel. Beirut newspapers reported that the 


dashes followed the murder Monday of an 
Amal military officer and his deputy near the 
port of Sidon. headquarters of the joint Pales- 
tinian Nationalist forces in South Lebanon. 

Amal gunmen Tuesday blocked roads in 
the area with burning tires and clashed with 
nationalists and Palestinians, blaming them . 
for the deaths. Fighting spread to Nubatiyc 
and several villages. 

In the meantime, the foreign ministers of 
Syria and Lebanon. Abdul-Jrialim Khaddam 
and Fuad Burros, met Wednesday near the 
Syrian .border to discuss Middle East 
developments, bilateral relations and the 
Lebanese crisis. Lebanese newspapers 
quoted Syrian President Hafez AI-Assad as 
saying he wasoptimtsticover a solution to the 
Lebanese crisis. “A solution is not imposs- 
ible. but it needs the operation of all fac- 
tions in Lebanon," 'fceSfiKd..

Sharon to visit Cairo today 


CAIRO. April 14 (Agencies) — Israeli 
Defense Minister Ariel Sharon comes to 
Cairo Thursday, presumably to confront 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak with 
allegations that Eg>pt has repeatedly viol- 
ated the 1978 Camp David Peace Treaty, 
violations which Israel rites in threatening to 
cancel its April 25 withdrawal from the Sinai 
peninsula. 

Sharon's trip was originally intended to 
iron out nagging contentions in the ultimate 
Israeli- Egyptian Sinai area of demarcation, 
centering on a tiny parcel of land at the Red 
Sea port of Eilat. But escalating Israeli allega- 
tions of Camp David violations by Egypt, and 
accompanying threats that Israel may back 
out of the Sinai evacuation, have lent an air of 
urgency to the trip. 

Sharon himself reiterated the alleged viola- 
tions Wednesday, charges he also made 
Tuesday in Tandem with accusations by 
Israeli Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir that 
Cairo was moving toward closer ties with the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 

Sources here say no official Israeli com- 
munication has ever reached Cairo in support 
of tbe Camp David violations. President 


Mubarak meanwhile 'met here Wcnesdav 
with Egyptian Foreign Minister Kamal Has- 
san AIL who had met twice this week with 
U.S. Ambassador to Egypt Alfred Atherton. 

In London senior U.S. and British officials 
Tuesday met to discuss mounting tension in 
the Middle East as Arab uprising engulfed 
the occupied areas following the Israeli firing 
in the A1 Aqsa and Omar mosques killing and 
injuring several persons. 

Walter Stocssd met British Foreign Office 
Minister Douglas Hurd during a one-day 
stopover here on his way to the region. Stoes- 
sel later left for the Middle East. 

It was the second high-level meeting bet- 
ween the United States and Britain in two 
days on the crisis in the Middle East. U.S. 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig and Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary Francis Pym Monday 
received latest reports on the situation in the 
Middle East during a meeting here on the 
Falkland Islands crisis. .A foreign office 
statement said the two men attached the 
greatest importance to maintaining a cease- 
fire in Lebanon. They called on all sides in the 
Middle East conflict to exercise maximum 
restraint.

. Millions of Muslims in the Arab world and elsewhere responded 
yesterday to an appeal by King Khaled to suspend normal'activities 
as a practical show of solidarity with the Palestinians in the occupied 
lands. It was also meant to highlight to the world at large the colonial- 
ist nature of Zionist occupation in Palestine and its suppressive, 
methods. 

The response was good and widespread from the villages of Africa 
to Srinagar in Kashmir, to Kuala Lumpur.

While Reagan and. the U.S. government will continue to supply 
Israel with the arms, money, political and moral support that it needs 
to maintain its haughty and cruel control of the occupied territories, it 
will eventually be the responsibility of the Arabs and behind them the 
‘ Islamic states to find a way of saving the Arabs in the occupied 
territories by actually liberating them from Zionist colonialism. 

This will necessitate a regular national liberation struggle fed, 
financed and assisted by the members of the Arab League and the 
Organization of Islamic Conference regardless of the consequences. 

Before this is done, it might be more realistic to put our house in 
: . order, if this is possible. The -Arab world is, unfortunately, riddled 
with differences and divisions. Some of the major states are actually 
at war with each other or by proxy. Two of the largest armies in the 
immediate vicinity of Israel. Iraq’s and Syria's are fighting each other 
-through Iran. While the Iraqi armor has been wasted on the bat- 
tlefield. much of Syria's weapons have been loaned to Iran. A similar 
situation prevails in North Africa where Algeria. Libya and Morocco 
are locked in a deadly conflict over a patch oF desert. 

Until some order and a sense of commitment return to some of the 
Arab states, it would be difficult to expect the Islamic states to 
commit themselves in any meaningful and tangible way to help 
liberate the occupied lands. The first step toward liberation must be 
taken quickly otherwise Israel will continue to do exactly as and 
perhaps even worse than it has been doing so far. 

Hopefully, the ardent appeal by King Khaled wil| have served its 
' purpose, as a symbol of solidarity and a warning of the gravity of the 
situation.

Carlos hunting 
for French 


interior minister

With the international terrorist Carlos threaten- 
. ing fo JriU him, France’s interior minister, Gaston 
Defferre, aged 7 1 , is again at the center of political 
tension in France. 


The one-time resistance leader whose ministry is 
in charge of antitenorism has ordered a tightening 
of security on all members of the government after 
revealing that Carlos' deadline expired two weeks 
ago. only a few hours before a bomb went off in the 
Paris-Toulouse express, killing five persons. 

A direct link has been established between Car- 
los and the violent National Front for the Libera- 
tion of Corsica — the FLNC. 


According to police, two terrorists arrested in 
Paris in February were supplied with a stolen car 
and explosives by the Corsicans fora wave of bomb- 
ings in the capital. Carlos, whose real name is Rich 
Ramirez Sanchez, has demanded the release of his 
“two friends,’’ a West German, Magdalena Kaupp, 
34, and a Swiss, Bruno Breguet, 31, both with viol- 
ent records. In a personal letter to Defferre he has 
said he wOl take reprisals against the minister and 
other members of the government if they are not 
released. 


As the West German secret service says Carlos — 
a Venezuelan who has carried out some of the most 
spectacular terrorist operations of recent years — is 
in overall command of European terrorist coordi- 
nation, Defferre might feel secretly flattered that 
the man he calls “the world's Number One terror- 
ist” has him in his sights. 

But Defferre has been making headlines since his 
appointment in June without the need for any such 
dubious publicity. As mayor of Marseilles and 
former head of the parliamentary Socialist Party 
while in opposition, Defferre was offered a choice 
of ministries by President Mitterrand. He took the 
most controversial with its responsibility for local 
government, the police and the internal secret ser- 
vices. 

As leader of the Brutus network in occupied 
France during the war, the veteran lawyer was also 
underground organizer for the Socialist Party. He is 
a man who attracts trouble, but also survives it. 
During his controversial 10 months in office, his 
police chiefs have dubbed him Gaston Lagaffe after 
a French cartoon character renowned for his troub- 
lemaking. 

Defferre caused relations with Spain to cool after 
publicly refusing to cooperate on anti-Basque ter- 
rorism measures just before talks were to take place 
in Madrid. This was partly due to lack of confidence 
in his own police force, who he derided as incompe- 
tents and racists in a long-running row. While rid- 
ding the police of several police chiefs whom he 
accused of working for the extreme right-wing, he 
has also purged the internal intelligence sendee, the 
DST. 

Defferre has been at the center of several embar- 
rassing rows, notably after he accused the Gaullist 
leader Jacques Chirac of underworld links — - a 
charge which led to the minister losing a libel action. 
Behind his excesses is said to be a determination to 
clear up crime in Marseilles, where he suspects 
Gaullist links. 

Defferre’ s accident proneness is not helped by his 
habit of losing his glasses, forcing him to speak off 
the cuff. However there has been nothing 
haphazard about his main contribution to Socialist 
government. He was personally reponsible for 
large-scale decentralization reforms, giving execu- 
tive powers to local government for the first time. 

Mitterrand, gave him the . go-ahead mainly 
because, he admires Defferre’ style, calling him a 
“man of character" and the "godfather of modem 
socialism." (ONS) 


Student uprising feared at Bir Zeit University

AMMAN — 

Bir Zeit Arab University is due to reopen on 
April 1 6 after a second period of closure by the 
Israeli military authorities. University principals 
. . fear it will soon be dosed again. fri the present 
■: explosive atmosphere on the West Bank, it has 
become a symbol of Palestinian resistance. 

The university has now published its version of 
the events surrounding tire two-month closure on 
Feb.' 16. The statement paints a depressing picture 
of how clumsy conduct by the Israeli acted as a 
provocation to the Palestinians. 

The conflict arose because the Israeli West Bank 
dvil administrator, Menahem MQson. insisted on 
• an Israeli dvil inspector visiting the university,, 
against all advice from the university administra- 
tion, who forecast, correctly, that this would lead to 
protest demonstrations. 

The university hedged for several weeks about an 
appointment for the inspector's visit. When he 
arrived without warning on Feb. I — the registered 
letter announring his visit came four days later — 
the vice-president. Dr. Gaby Baramki, was unable 


to see him and the inspector, Zion Gabai, would not 
see anyone else. Gabai said he would return on Feb. 
15. 

The university says that he subsequently arrived 
at the back entrance and purposely introduced him- 
self to students as a civil admin i st ra tion inspector. 
The result was that by the time he had.finished his 
meeting with Dr. Baramki a large-scale demonstra- 
tion was taking place. 

As he made his way back to his car, accompanied 
by Dr. Baramki. the going was rough, but the uni- 
versity denies he was beaten up of that students 
burned his cap. Shots were firedby Gabai 1 s chauf- 
feur but no one was injured. 

The university then came under a state of siege- 
Israeli soldiers would let no one out. Students on. 

Students on the campus 
were told they could leave if they agreed to walk 
single-file past Gabai so that he could identify his 
assailants.

Reagan’s Caribbean plan worries Puerto Rico

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico — 
President Reagari’s ambitious Caribbean Basin 
Initiative (CBI) proposing aid for the impoverished 
countries of the region is causing serious anxiety in 
America’s own Caribbean territory, Puerto Rico. 
With unemployment here topping 30 percent and 
private investment falling, the Reagan administra- 
tion's cutbacks in public sector jobs, municipal sub- 
sidies and social services threaten to plunge this 
island into a classic depression. 

Puerto Rico is the model for the program of tax 
exemptions and reduced tariffs for corporations 
investing in the Caribbean countries but it is now 
likely to suffer a sharp competitive disadvantage 
against states like Haiti, Jamaica, the Dominican 
Republic and Honduras: 

“The Caribbean Basin Initiative pulls the 
economic rug out from under us. We are afraid that 
Reagan is sacrificing us to his largerpolrtica! goals," 
said Dr. Carmen Gautier, a regional development 
expert at the University of Puerto Rico. 

The deepening economic malaise is also shown in 
the political sphere where the two leading parties 
face the possibflity of internal splits over both 
domestic issues and relations with the U.S. An elec- 
toral dispute prevented the legislature from func- 
tioning at all throughout 2931. 

. Pueno Rico's present status as a “free associated 

state" under Washington’s umbrella is no longer 
thought viable by politicians but there is less agree- 
ment over a workable alternative. The passage last 
month of a legislative resolution calling for 
increased autonomy highlighted the crisis among 
the traditional leaders. 

While the island enjoyed a spurt of prosperity as a 
result of a postwar investment boom the dramatic 
growth proved short-lived as U-S. based corpora- 
tions left for greener pastures, and indigenous- 
Puerto Rican business faOed to develop. Critics say 
a similar fate awaits Caribbean neighbors under the 
CBI, while Puerto Rico will suffer further losses. 

“This is not our economy," said Noel Colon Mar- 
tinez. a San Juan lawyer who ran for governor in 
1976 on the Puerto Rican Independence Party 
(PIP) ticket. “This is the economy of the United 
States functioning in Puerto Rico as an enclave.” 
Martinez charges that the island is now being cast 
adrift by Washington while foreign business inter- 
ests reap short-term profits at Puerto Rico’s 
expense. With the present economic decline, this 
monority opinion is gaining ground. 

The mainstream Popular Democratic Party 
(PDP), which controls both houses of the island’s 
bicameral, legislature, echoed these sentiments last

gasoline refined in Puerto Rico which sells here for 
an average of 1 8-20 cents more than in the r . .reast--- 
em U.S. Food prices are also higher here, but the 
issue that appears to have most impact is shrinking 
employment. 

Puerto Rico's economic decline began during the . - 
1973-74 recession, and has accelerated since as V 
investment has tapered off and plants have closed. 
Cutbacks in public sector employment since the ’ 
Reagan administration’s austerity measures have ■ 
worsened unemployment. 

Since i974 Puerto Ricans have been eligible for 
food stamps and other welfare programs. They are - 
also covered by minimum wage laws. But critics 1 
here say these measures have only cushioned the' 
deterioration of the economy while instilling a - 
“dependence mentality" in the population. ' 

At the. same time, many here fear that continued 
cutbacks in these programs could lead to massive ' 
migration to the mainland, as happened in the 
1 950s when over a million Puerto Ricans moved to ; 
the U.S. Recent figures show a marked increase in ■. ■ 
emigration with close to 200,000 relocating over : 
the past six years. •

Portugal, its former 
African colonies are 
thawing relations

LISBON, (R) — Portugal is slowly carving 
a new rule for itself in its former African 
colonics only seven years after some 71XMHX) 
refugees fled the crumbling culonial empire. 

Gen. Antoniu Ramalho banes plans a state 
visit to Angola, the first by a Portuguese pres- 
ident since the west African state became 
independent in the midst of war in 1975. 

It will maTk more than just a reconciliation 
with the former subjects who fought for 13 
years against Portugal's colonial rule. As with 
his visit to Mozambique last November, Pres- 
ident bancs will also be the first head of state 
of a NATO country to go to one of the main 
areas of Soviet influence in Africa. 

Much of the credit for the thaw in relations 
between Lisbon and its former colonies goes 
to President bancs, who has long striven to 
win the confidence of the five Portuguese- 
speaking former African colonics. 

Apart from Mozambique, he has already 
visited Guinea-Bissau and Cape Verde. The 
other one is the tiny island republic of Sao 
Tome and Principe off Gabon. 

The president's Angolan trip shows how 
close he is to fulfilling his dream of seeing 
Portugal act as a bridge between the rest of 
Western buropc and the former Portuguese 
colonies. 

One of those going with him to Luanda will 
be Portugal's Deputy foreign Minister Leo- 
nardo Marias. Three days after the state visit 
ends on April 1 9. Matias will go to Brussels to 
discuss the possibility of trilateral coopera- 
tion with the kuropean Common Market 
(bbC) in former Portuguese Africa. 

Gaston Thorn, president of the EEC 
Commission, is due to discuss the issue here 
with President Eancs today — the eve of his 
departure for Angola. Mure detailed talks 
will follow on April 22 when Matias sees 
Edgar Pisan i, the EEC commissioner for 
development, according to officials here. . 

A combination of factors has made this 
possible such a relatively short time after the 
trauma of the colonial wars and the exodus of 
the Portuguese settlers from Africa. 

Symbolic gestures have helped heal the 
wounds between the two sides that for a long 
time only talked the language of war. 

In September 1979. Gen. Eancs was the 
only Western head of stale to go to Luanda 
for the funeral of Angola's first president. 
Agostino Ncto, Angolan officials are still 
thanking him for it. 

President Eancs 1 first act on arriving in 
Mozambique was to lay a wreath at a memor- 


ial to the Frclimo guerrillas who died fighting 
the troops he and other Portuguese officers 
commanded during the colonial war. The 
.leader of the Mozambican guerrillas, Presi- 
dent Samara Machcl. was given the sword of 
honor of the Portuguese army during the 
same visit. 

Matias in a recent radio interview said that 
one of the main reasons why the ex-colonics 
were turning to Portugal again was disillu- 
sionment. The biggest problem appears to 
have been with East Bloc goods and advisers, 
paid for in precious hard currency, but not 
always suited to the needs of the former Port- 
uguese territories, according to Matias. 

The rediscovery of its former African mar- 
kets has also helped Portugal's economy at a 
time of international recession that has badly 
hit the country's traditional clients. 

Last year, Angola became the fourth larg- 
est market for Portuguese goods behind Bri- 
tain. France and West Germany after having 
been the ninth in 1979 and 1980. Only 
France managed to sell Angola more than 
Portugal's 13.8 billion escudos' (5230 mil- 
lion) worth of exports in 1981. 

The way for a boom in trade with the ex- 
colonies was cleared when the first right-wing 
Portuguese government since the 1974 revo- 
lution decided two years ago that it would 
quietly shelve outstanding compensation cla- 
ims. 

This has enabled Portuguese banks toopen 
credit lines for four cx-colonies totaling $325 
million. Fur a country with a total foreign 
debt of S10 billion, this is generous, but it is 
precisely because of Portugal's financial limi- 
tations, that the authorities are looking to 
richer partners, including the EEC, for help 
in expanding this market. 

A growing number of Portuguese firms are 
being asked back to help boost agricultural 
output to prc-indcpcndcncc levels, sort out 
ports and communications problems and put 
the ex-colonics 1 fledgling industries back on 
their feet, but they find it hard to offer much 
needed credits. 

The Lisbon government has also been sou- 
nding out Britain, West Germany, France 
and Sweden during the last seven months on 
the possibility of trilateral cooperation proje- 
cts in the cx-colonies. This would involve 
bringing Portuguese firms in on development 
contracts awarded to — and financed by — 
these countries. The Portuguese contribution 
would be a cheap labor force that shares a 
common language with the locals and often 
has a long experience of working in Africa. 


Mercouri wants Greek 
art objects returned

ATHENS. Greece ( AP) — Melina Merco- 
uri, known for her fiery acting performances, 
has left the stage and screen and taken that 
fire to her new role as Greece's first Socialist 
culture minister. 

In her campaign to bring Greek art to the 
Greek, she made an impassioned personal 
appeal for the return to Greece of the Elgin 
Marbles and is seeking to get the Venus Di 
Milo, now in the Louvre in Paris, back to 
Greece,at least on loan. 

"Every villager in Greece should have the 
chance to see these classical Greek masterpi- 
eces,” she said. 

"This is a wry serious matter. These sculp- 
ture are an integral part of the Acropolis and 
should definitely be returned ” Miss. Merco- 
uri said of the marbles after a speaker in a 
House of Lords debate said the sculptures 
were safer in the British Museum than expo- 
sed io the polluted Athens atmosphere. 

The marbles include more than 70 pieces 
of classical sculpture from the Athens Acro- 
polis that were shipped to London in 1 8 J 0 by 
Lord Elgin, British ambassador to the Otto- 
man Sultan who ruled Greece then. 

Political watches were not surprised when 
Premier Andreas Papandreou gave one of 
Greece's better-known actresses the culture 
post after his Pa nhcllenic Socialist movement 
(PASOK) won a landslide victory in last Oct- 
ober's general election. 

The culture ministry was set up by Greece's 
military dictators who stripped Miss Merco- 
uri of her Greek citizenship for opposing 
them. Her political career — and link with 
Papandreou — started during her exile in 
Paris and New York between 1967 and 1974. 

Civil servants in the culture ministry were 
taken aback a't first by her whirlwind appro- 
ach to the job. "She turned out to be so 
dynamic. She's nut afraid of taking decisions 
and she's surrounded by lively young advis- 
ers,” said a ministry official who declined to 
be named. 

The cabinet job means she is no longer able 
to perform on stage or in films since govern- 
ment ministers cannot practice their profes- 
sion while in office. 

Her constituency is in Agios iuannis Ren- • 
tis. a shabby district of Piraeus she first got to 
know when preparing for "Never On Sun- 
day the film that made her an international 
star in the early 60s. 

“She comes down to her office here regu- 
larly.” Rcniis Mayor loannis Grillos said. 

She is an ardent feminist, adhering to the 
platform that took her to parliament for the 
first lime in the 1977 elections. She shocked 
her male parliamentary colleagues by wear- 
ing trousers at debates and vociferously prot- 
esting the lack of a ladies' room. 

She is one of three women in Papandrcou's 
cabinet. 

Miss Mercouri comes from an Athenian 
political family. Her grandfather, and her pol- 
itical idol, was a conservative mayor of Ath- 
ens in the early years of this' century. Her 
father started out as n ennsen arne 


but swung round to the left in the course of a 
40-year career. 

“1 was always proud of the family tradition, 
but it was Andreas Papandreou who really 
pushed me off the stage and into politics,'' she 
said in a recent interview to a Greek magaz- 
ine. 

Miss Mercouri won a record 3.5 billion 
drachmas ($58 million) for the culture minis- 
try in this year's budget for ambitious plans to 
bring the arts.to Greece’s provinces, provide 
backing for creative film-making and boost 
scientific and marine archeology. 

Taking culture to the provinces by promot- 
ing artists' tours and setting up cultural center 
in small towns and villages comes high on her 
list of priorities. It is also an important part of 
her party's decentralization policy. 

"The arts belong to everyone and everyone 
should have access to them, not just an elite in 
Athens and Salonica," Miss Mercouri said, 
"in the past cultural policy hasn't met the 
needs of the people, we have make the qual- 
ity of ordinary people's lives much better." 

She has also started reorganizing the 
government- funded cinema center to give 
local directors of talent a free hand in quality 
film-making. ■ 

"You used to bankrupt your whole family 
getting the money to make a non -commercial 
film," Michael Kotouzis, one of the minister's 
advisers said. “Melina knows the problem 
well. There are good directors in Greece who 
desperately need support." 

Behind the scenes, she is backed by her 
husband, American film director Jules Das- 
sin, who sometimes appears at her side, on 
official occasions but steers dear of the cult- 
ure ministry. 

S. Mercouri makes a point of inspecting 
ancient archeological sites herself. She tou- 
red the 4,000-year old Minoan Palace of 
Knossos in Crete after reports the unique 
monument was in danger of collapse. 

"It wasn't as bad as was feared," she said. 
"We're organizing an on-the-spot conserva- 
tion team to carry out restoration work -and 
will have to restrict tourists to special walk- 
ways in the future." 

She is also pushing ahead with restoration 
work on the Acropolis temples and has orde- 
red a clean up of parts of the 5th century B.C. 
fortification wall that once joined Athena 
with its port of Piraeus. 

The culture ministry has earmarked 70 mil- 
lion drachmas ($1.1 million) for Greece's 
first marine archeological center, to open by 
summer at a historic fortress overlooking the 
Bay of Navarino in southern Greece. 

And she has reassured foreign archeolog- 
ists that their work in Greece can continue. 

Accused by some Socialist Party merrfbers 
of cultural colonialism, the dozen foreign 
archeological missions in Greece were worr- 
ied that their century-old privilege of excava- 
ting here might be curtailed. 

"The past is a universal heritage and the 
foreign schools' work is useful to us all," Miss 
Mercouri told the foreign correspondents. 
“But we are up-dating the law under which

Physical disability isolates 6 million 
Indians from mainstream of society

NEW DELHI, (Depthnews) — Six million 
of the global total of more than 450 million 
disabled people are said to be Indians. The 
majority of them live in dire poverty and are 
virtually isolated from the mainstream of soc- 
iety by their physical misfortune. 

But the time has long passed when national 
consciousness about the plight of the handi- 
cap should be aroused. This is the message 
that the Amar Jyoti Trust is rrying to bring 
across India to enlist public support for (he 
disabled. 

Run by a 30-year-old college lecturer. Dr. 
UmaTuli, the Amar Jyoti Trust has launched 
a nationwide campaign to find jobs and artifi- 
cial arms and legs for (he handicapped. 

"We are not asking for charity. What we 
need are jobs and artificial arms and legs for 
the handicapped." Dr. Tuli said, elaborating 
on the Trust's slogan of arms, not alms. 

The main moving force behind the move- 
ment is Dr. P.K. Sethi, a Magsaysay Award 
winner, who is better known here as the “Jai- 
pur Footman." The Amar Jyoti Trust has 
opened a workshop in New Delhi and since 
then hundreds of disabled people have been 
fitted with artificial arms and legs. 

The organization is supported by the Delhi 
Development Agency, a government entity. 
Lions clubs. Rotary clubs and a large contin- 
gent of doctors. But the whole program, mas- 
sive as it already is. has barely touched the 
surface of the problem. 

As a United Nations expert said: “ We rec- 
kon that almost US percent of the disabled are 
totally neglected. Indeed, their plight has 
deteriorated from what it was a quarter cent- 
ury ago.’* 

Despite organized efforts to focus global 
attention on the plight of the handicapped, 
the International Year of the Disabled has 
failed to generate the public sympathy and 
support its organizers had envisioned. 

In India, public attitude toward the dis- 
abled has been disappointing. Commenting 
on this, the mass-circulation Indian Express 
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stated: “Though it began with a bang, the 
Year of the Disabled has ended with barely 
an audible whimper. So little was done desp- 
ite a move in Parliament to extend the Year." 

‘ Quoting its own survey, the Indian Express 
said that except for the South Indian state of 
Andhra Pradesh, progress toward alleviating 
the plight of the disabled in the 1 1 other 
states is slow. Minimal results were reported 
in Rajasthan. Kerala, Tamil Nadu and Hary- 
ana but the overall accomplishment was desc- 
ribed as “gravely disappointing.” 

Public reaction to the government's prog- 
ram to help the disabled has ranged from 
apathy, cynicism to pure outrage. The most 
disappointed group was the National Federa- 
tion of the Blind. The organization angrily 
charged that out of 7,000 members who appl- 
ied for jobs, only 600 were accommodated 
through employment exchanges. Blind 
Indians alone number nine million. 

Responding to mounting demands for gre- 
ater assistance to the blind, the government 
agreed to grant a number of concessions to 
the disabled. For instance, 3 percent of job 
openings in the Class III and IV category will 
be reserved for the handicapped. Air travel 
concessions of up to 75 percent of the cost of 
a regular ticket are being offered to the dis- 
abled. 

They will also be given a 10 percent conve- 
yance allowance, and the handicapped will be 
given priority in the allocation of government 
houses. In Addition, the government will 
appropriate money for the purchase of artifi- 
cial limbs. 

This year, the Ministry of Social Welfare 
will introduce a bill in Parliament covering a 
broad range of assistance to the handicapped. 
The senior ministry official said: “The prob- 
lem is that we do not have reliable statistics 
on the number of the disabled and the extent 
of the problem. We only have figures from 
the 1981 statistics showing that more than 
one million people arc totally disabled. 
That's not much of a statistics togo by." 

Admittedly, the number of partially dis- 
abled is much higher than the totally dis- 


abled. To determine the extent of the prob- 
lem, the government will conduct a survey of 
the situation in preparation to launching 
comprehensive rehabilitation program. 

But the government’s track record leaves 
much to be desire. Critics point out that India 
has dismally failed to meet earlier targets. As 
of July 1981. only 43 mobile units were acqu- 
ired to help the disabled as against a target of 
80. 

The government has also set a target of 400 
district hospitals solely for the handicapped 
but only 146 were set up. Primary health 
centers numbering more than 1 .000 are cons- 
idered inadequate. 

One of the major health programs of the 
government is the eradication of leprosy and 
the rehabilitation of polio victims. Health 
authorities claim that the program will cover 
two million children in 1981-82 and about 14 
million by the end of I9S5. 

The government’s aim is to eradicate lepr 
osy by the year 2000. Right now, the number 
of leprosy patients is a staggering four mil- 
lion. 

Despite widespread pessimism, there are 
moves to extend the Year of the Disabled in 
India. Minister for Education and Social Wel- 
fare Sheilla Kaul herself has indicated that 
this may be done. The reasons are obvious. 
Little progress has been made to help the 
handicapped during the Year of the Disabled 
and Mrs. Kaul is hopeful that given more time 
the problem could be placed in a better pers- 
pective. 

Mrs. Kaul remains optimistic that about 
500,000 handicapped children could be adm- 
itted to schools. At present only 3,000 of 
these children are attending schools. 

Even more heart-rending than the plight of 
the blind and the armless is that of the mental 
retardates. Although they are estimated to 
have reached three minion, very few special 
schools take care of their needs. Of the total, 
only 10,000, mostly belonging to middle and 
upper class families, are privileged to attend 
these special schools.

Soviets created nuclear catastrophe 
due to their carelessness, disregard

LOS ANGELES (WP) — Scientists at 
Los Alamos National Laboratory have wor- 
ked out a new solution to the two-decades- 
old mystery of the Soviet Union's “Kyshtym 
nuclear disaster" in which many square miles 
of central Russia were devastated by nuclear 
radiation and left blackened and devoid of 
people, trees, and plants. 

The most widely accepted explanation of 
the event was put forward in the 1970s in 
books and articles by Soviet exile Zhores 
Medvedev, who said that in 1958 carelessly 
stored nuclear wastes accidentally fissioned 
and exploded like a small nuclear bomb, con- 
taminating scoresof miles around Sverdlovsk 
and Chelyabinsk. Apparently hundreds were 
killed, the Russians had to burn villages to the 
ground, and the vegetation of the area was 
destroyed. 

The new explanation disputes the idea of a 
nuclear explosion, and attributes the disaster 
instead to extremely careless disposal of 
radioactive water and smoke in the area aro- 
und a nuclear plant. It says there possibly was 
an ordinary chemical explosion as well that 
helped spread radioactive debris over the 
Russian countryside. 

The incident is important in at least two 
ways, according to specialists in nuclear iss- 
ues: first, to help understand how such a mas- 
sive nuclear-waste disaster night have occur-: 


red and to help understand the process of 
radioactive waste disposal: and, second, as an 
opport unity to measure the effect of radia- 
tion on plants and animals. 

The new explanation, produced by chemist 
Diane M. So ran and physicist Dan Stillman at 
Los Alamos after a two-year study of both 
public and classified data, accepts much of 
the detail of Medvedev’s description of the 
incident. Soran and Stillman, however, say 
the incident centered around the plutonium 
production plant at Kyshtym and was not a 
nuclear explosion. 

The report — a sanitized 28-page version 
of a classified report that was three times as 
long— indent i find three sources of radiation 
that escaped into the landscape: 

—Water used to cool the plutonium prod- 
uction reactor was pumped through the reac- 
tor core, picking up radiation, then pumped 
out into a cooling pond and from there direc- 
tly into the chief river of. the region, the 
Techa. 

— Gas which was generated in the process 
of dissolving fuel elements to remove their 
plutonium apparently was sent directly out a 
smokestack while still laden with radioactive 
particles and other pollutants. An “acid rain" 
containing nitric add and radioactive iodine 
probably was pumped out into the air of the 
region steadily for a decade,- killing vegeta- 
tion for miles around the plant. .. 

— Liquid radioactive waste from the. plant 
was not put into double-lined and sealed steel 


tanks as is now done in the United States, but 
was simply poured out into a dry lake bed. 
From there it could have seeped into the 
Techa. into ground water, and later as dried 
residue could have been blown by the strong 
winds of the area over nearby villages. 

The report also said that the storage of 
waste in open lake beds could have led to a 
dangerously flammable chemical 
combination— ammonium nitrate and hex- 
one. Uf a chemical explosion occurred it. 
would have spewed radioactive particles of 
dirt and clay for miles. 

Eventually the destruction reached a point 
that the Soviets evacuated the area, and bur- 
ned the contaminated huts of the peasants 
who had lived there to prevent people from 
returning home. 

The area became so contaminated that 
after the evacuation Soviets used the region 
to train troops in dealing with biological and 
nuclear war. 

The report said a nuclear detonation was 
not necessary to explain the Kyshtym disas- 
ter. “The Soviets managed to contaminate 
the Techa River Valley without any help 
from such a catastrophe... created a contami- 
nated area near Kyshtym through careless- 
ness and blatant disregard for their people or 
their surroundings .. a record of the disastr- 
ous. long lasting effeers man can wreak on his 
e vi ropm o ej ^fhe^Hlsto iake adequate sreps 
to protect it." - *•

PARIS, AprH 14 (AFP) — The long- 
planned Franco-Soviet manned space 
flight, rumored to be facingcanccllation by 
the French government as a protest over 
events in Poland, will take place “probably 
at the end of June.”

Patrick Baudy, 
is standing by in case Ll Col. Chretien is 
unable to make the trip. 

CNES is expected to give a press confer- 
ence in the next 1 0 days to announce further 
details about the Franco-Soviet flight. Little 
information has emerged since last Octo- 
ber, when a group of French journalists 
visited the Soviet "city of stars” near Mos- 
cow where the two French astronauts carry 
out their training. 

On March 13, the Soviet news agency 
Tass sent out a brief item stressing that “the 
Franco-Soviet space team is undergoing 
pre-flight preparations.” > 


Eanes to view Angola mood 


LISBON, April 14 (R) — President 
Antonio Ramaiho Eanes' visit to Angola 
this week should provide some indication of 
how far the former Portuguese colony is turn- 
ing to the West after a long period of Soviet 
and Cuban influence. 

Gen. Eanes will be the first president of a 
NATO country to make a state visit to 
Angola when he arrives in Luanda Tuesday 
for five days of talks with President Jose 
Eduardo dos Santos and other Angolan lead- 
ers. 

The political opening that has made this 
possible only six and a half years after the 
Portuguese hauled down their flag and left 
Angola to face a bloody civil war and foreign 
invasion coincides with a boom in trade bet- 
ween the two countries. 

Portuguese officials see trade and the need 
to develop the economy of what was the jewel 
of Lisbon's African empire as the key to 
increasing Angola's reliance on the West. 
The way the Portuguese have recovered their 
share of the Angolan market after having 
been pushed out by Easr bloc exports after 


Angolan independence has strengthened the 
conviction of Lisbon officials that Angola 
sees its economic future as lying with the 
West. 

“It is only when there is war that they need 
the Soviet bloc arms, troops and instructors 
to push back the South African attacks and 
that is when the pro-Soviet factions in the 
Angola ruling party gain the upper hand.” a 
senior official said.

Two soldiers were also killed and several 
on both sides wounded in what the army 
commander for Manipur and Nagaland states 
called one of the most successful anti- 
insurgency operation so far undertaken in 
India’s troubled northeast, UNI said. 

The dead included Kunja Behari Singh, 
who took over last June as commander in 
chief of the Chinese -trained secessionist 
group, succeeding a guerrilla chief killed in an 
earlier encounter, the agency said. Singh was 
identified as the last still at large of 20 “Lib- 
eration Army” leaders trained by Chinese 
instructors at Lhasa, in Tibet.-

said.

WASHINGTON, April 14 (R) — Soviet 
grain imports will be a record 44 million tons 
in the current marketing year to June 30 and 
Moscow has contracts or commitments for 
almost all its needs, according to the U.S.

The new U.S. estimate of Soviet grain 
imports in the 1 98 1 -82 marketing year is one 
million tons higher than last month's forecast 
and up sharply from 34.8 million tons last 
year. 

The increase stemmed from heavier- 
than -expected shipments from February to 
May, improved Soviet port capacity and 
recent purchases by Soviet grain buyers, the 
department said. 

The Agriculture Department on Monday 
reaffirmed its estimate that the Soviet crop 
last year totaled 175 million tons. Officials 
said they would wait until Moscow 
announced its own figure before revising that

Malaysia gears up to ride out recession 


KUALA LUMPUR, April 14 (R) — 
Many countries wish they faced the 
economic problems of Malaysia even as it 
prepares for a period of austerity to ride out 
the world recession. 

A foreign debt of only $3.3 billion with 
interest payments that can be covered by 
just over two weeks worth of exports — 
solid growth and inflation of less than 10 
percent make the South-East Asian nation 
the envy of other developing countries in 
the Third World. 

But Malaysia takes a gloomy .view of the 
immediate future, and there have been 
hints that the country's 13 million people 
could be in for a period of belt-tightening 
after general elections April 22. 

With living standards improving, the 
economy is not expected to be an election 
issue. Private economists and government 
officials believe, however, that the govern- 
ment’s all-out expansion drive will have to 
be toned down in coming months. 

A widening trade gap could mean meas- 
ures to curb domestic consumption and a 
scaling-down of ambitious development 
projects, they said. 

Malaysia has been fortunate in that it has 
had two decades of rapid expansion fuelled 
by exports of rubber, tin, timber, oil and 
palm oil. 

They accounted for 74 percent of the 
country's export earnings of 25.7 billion 
ringgit $ 11 billion last year. But a slow- 


down in demand foe all but palm oil is 
expected to cut returns this year. 

The economists said that this means 
Prime Minister Datuk Seri Mahathir 
Muhammad must make some crucial 
economic decisions after the elections, cal- 
led one year before his governments man- 
date expires. 

The poll is viewed in political and dip- 
lomatic circles as an attempt to gain clear 
support for the prime minister's ambitious 
industrial and rural development plans, as 
well as an economic restructuring program 
aimed at transferring ownership of at least 
30 percent of the economy from foreigners 
and Malaysia’s Chinese to the Malays who 
make up 55 percent of the population. 

Few economists now believe that the 
government can achieve growth targets 
envisaged in a budget unveiled last October 
and which called for higher public spending, 
lower export duties and import liberaliza- 
tion. 

They think that Malaysia will be lucky if 
the economy grows by a real six percent this 
year, after 6.5 percent in 1981 and eight 
percent in 1980. 

They also believe that the government 
will have to curb spending to keep the 
budget deficit in check and avoid boosting ; 
inflation which jumped to nearly 10 percent 
last year from 6.7 percent in 1980. 

The government signalled last month that/ 
it is aware of a need to reconsider some 
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spending with the announcement that it 
intended to take another look at the 43 
billion ringgit ($8.3 billion) five-year 
economic development plan nearly two 
years before the mid-term review scheduled 
for the end of 1983, 

The fourth Malaysia plan 1981-85 was 
drawn up before the slump in commodity 
and oil prices threw many calculations and 
most expansion targets beyond reach, 
economists said. They believe that some 
prestige projects will be axed or shelved, 
including the building of some roads and the . 
expansion of provincial airports. 

. Some economists said the government 
had been reviewing the fourth plan since 
last year with the aim of seeking a more 
even distribution of wealth between the 
urban and rural areas as well as social and 
ethnic groups. 

They added that the economy was not an 
election issue because the downturn in 
export prices had not filtered down to the 
bulk of the population whose standard of 
living continued to improve. 

But Bank Negara Malaysia, the central 
bank, took a gloomy view — by Malaysian 
standards — of the future. The bank said 
last month in its annual report that stable 
economic growth this year would depend on 
the government reducing spending and 
curbing consumer outlays to help slow the 
growth in imports after the country ran up a 
trade deficit in 1981 for the first time, j 


Pakistan gets 
$60m from U.S. 

ISLAMABAD, April 14 (AP) — The 
United States Tuesday authorized $60 mil- 
lion in aid to Pakistan, the first instalment of 
a six-year, $300 million agriculture assistance 
package. ^ 

The U.S. Congress has pledged to provide 
Pakistan with $1 .625 billion in economic aid 
up until Sept. 30, 1986, among the poor 
nations, the third largest recipient of U.S. 
funds after Egypt and Israel. 

U.S. Ambassador Spiers, who signed for 
the American side, said the money allocated 
Tuesday will allow Pakistan this year to 
import an estimated 1.1 billion tons of phos- 
phate fertilizer, Pakistan's biggest impart 
item than oil. 

Assistance has been earmarked for pur- 
chases of heavy duty equipment for irrigation 
projects, according to donor M. Lion, direc- 
tor of the U.S. aid program here.

$1.30 a pound to below 80 cents a pound in 
Upo years. 

Philipines production of gold also 
faces problems because of the halving of the 
price over the past two years.

Trade Department spokesman 
Mary Nirnmo said: “It’s my understanding 
the. sale is still under consideration and we 
anticipate a derision by the end of the 
month.” 

Rail workers 
in U.S. relent 

ST. PAUL, Minnesota, April 14 (AP) — 
Twelve thousand Burlington northern rail- 
road workers went on strike Tuesday in a 
dispute over work rules and wages, but later 
obeyed a back-to-work order after bringing 
much traffic on the United States’ longesr 
railroad to a near standstill. 

Eight hours after the walkout began, a fed- 
eral judge in Chicago issued a temporary res- 
training order telling the members of the 
United Transportation Union to return to 
their jobs. 

In Cleveland, union president Fred Hardin 
said he ordered strikers back on the job “as 
quickly as they possiblly can. The word's 
gone out over the entire system.” 

The strike stranded 20,000 commuters in 
Chicago, halted dozens of coal trains in the 
West and disrupted some other traffic. 

The railroad, which generally hauls 
freights operates in 25 U.S. states and two 
Canadian provinces, with 29,200 miles 
(47,000 kms) of track stretching from British 
Columbia to Florida. 


As sold prices plunge 


S. African economy slides 


JOHANNESBURG. April 14 (ONS) — 
The plunging gold price, is sending South 
Africa toward a recession which could mean 
racial trouble ahead. 

South Africa produced three-quarters of 
the non-Communist world’s gold, and it is 
the central pillar of the national economy. 
The soaring price of gold in 1980 and 1 981 , 
when it touched a peak of $820 an ounce, 
enabled the government to slash taxes and 
produce the greatest boom in the country’s 
history — while most of the world lan- 
guished in recession. Although most of the 
wealth went to whites, black employment 
and wage levels also rose, and South Africa 
had relative racial clam after the nation- 
wide disturbances of 3 976 and 3 977. 

There are other economic troubles too. 
South Africa is also the world’s biggest 
producer of gem diamonds and platinum, 
and both have slumped. 

De Beers, the diamond giant, reported 
1981 profits down from $959 million to 
5480 million and cut its dividend for the 
first time ever. The world platinum price, 
$722 18 months ago, was down $316. 

Other important exports like copper, 
uranium and sugar are also down. With 
interest rates at record levels Horwood will 
have to take steps to reduce imports as the 
balance of payments slides out of control. It 
all spells recession, and observers of South 
Africa's tense racial scene are as worried 
about it as the economists. 

Director of the Institute of Race Rela- 
tions John Rees warns that if black unemp- 
Vjoymem rises and black wages remain static 


while living costs increase, “there will be the 
potential for trouble.” 

‘Bus fares are going up 28 to 34 percent 
and there is great anger about that,' says 
Rees. There has been a serious crop failure, 
so food prices will rise. If in trying to balance 
his gold-starved budget Horwood cuts 
government food subsidies, the price of bas- 
ics like maize meal and bread will rise more. 

South Africa's economic development 
program, revised by the prime minister’s 
economic advisory committee, says an 
annual growth rate of 5 percent a year has to 
be maintained to stop black unemployment 
snowballing. The last time there was nega- 
tive growth was in 1 976. 

Employers are worried because black 
worker expectations have risen with the 
rapid growth of black trade unionsim, which 
was banned in South Africa until only a few 
years ago. They now face a rash of wage 
demands from the new unions, which they 
say they will not be able to meet with a 
recession coming. Mass rejection of these 
wage demands could be racially explosive, 
particularly as many of the black unions are 
highly politicized. 

A specialist in labor economics at Cape 
Town University. Dr. Francis Wilson, fears 
the effects of a recession on the white right 
as much as on the black left. It could spell 
trouble from the lower income-group 
Afrikaners in the civil service and in the 
mining towns of the WiYwaiersrand, harden- 
ing their racialist attitudes and increasing 
support for Dr. Andries Treumichi's group 
of breakaway Nationalists. ■ .

LONDON. April 14 (AFP) — Banks in 
the Soviet Union and other Eastern bloc 
Comecon countries have had to reduce large 
scale foreign exchange dealings on Western 
markets because of reluctance by Western 
banks, particularly in America, to conclude 
transactions, the Financial Times reported 
here Wednesday. 

The paper said rhe reluctance was caused 
by concern over the large debts of Eastern 
bloc countries following difficulties experi- 
enced by Poland and- Romania. 

Some bankers said that the Soviet Union is 
increasingly channelling its foreign exchange 
through Swiss KCD French banks to reduce 
the risk of its assets being frozen in the event 
of a major confrontation with the United Sta- 
tes. 

The paper said that for political and finan- 
cial reasons, several leading American banks 
have ceased exchange operations with the 
Soviet External Trade Bank in recent 
months. Other American and Western banks 
continued to trade, but to a lesser extent. 

In addition. Western banks no longer want 
to lend to these countries in the short-term as 
well as the long-term, the paper said, adding 
that the Hungarian national bank has seen its 
exchange operations on the London market 
fall by between 60 and 65 percent in recent 
months. 


LONDON, April 14 (R) — A steadier 
trend evolved in stock markets helped by the 
relative firmness of sterling but the Falkland 
Islands crisis continued to dominate market 
sentiment, dealers said. At 1500 hours the 
Financial Times index was up 3.0 at 554.6.

TOKYO, April 14(R) — French President 
Francois Mitterrand began a five-day state 
visit to Japan Wednesday as the Japanese 
government prepared goodwill measures to 
ease its simmering trade dispute with France. 

French diplomats said they expected Japan 
to announce minor trade concessions during 
the visit as a gesture to Mitterrand, tlie first 
French president to come here during 124 
years of diplomatic relations between the two 
countries. But they said the expected conces- 
sions on French exports of Hour and helicopt- 
ers would not even begin to settle the dispute. 

Mitterrand is staying at Akasaka Palace in 
central Tokyo, the official guest house. His 
official program starts Thursday. 

But three of the five ministers accompany- 
ing him. External Relations Minister Claude 
Cheysson, Finance Minister Jacques Delors. 
and Foreign Trade Minister Michel Jobert, 
immediately began talks with their Japanese 
counterparts. The ministers planned to incre- 
ase pressure on Japan to open up its markets, 
diplomats said. 

The diplomats said they expect a Japanese 
offer to reduce import duty on luxury items by 
10 percent from April next year, to allow 


imports of French flour into Japan for making 
bread and croissants and to buy three helico- 
pters. 

Mitterrand will be host at the summit meet- 
ing of leading industrial democracies, includ- 
ing Japan, at Versailles near Paris, in June. 
Japan fears it will become politically isolated 
at the meeting because of its big tiade surplu- 
ses with the United States and the European 
Economic Community (EEC). 

In a Japanese television lintcrview screened 
before his arrival, Mitterrand said it would be 1 
absurd and unfair to put Japan on trial at the 
summit because of its ability to dominate 
consumer goods markets with its quality pro- 
ducts. 

But he said. Japan must realize that it can- 
not further increase its market penetration- 
without itself accepting to open its own mar- 
kets more to goods from other countries

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PARIS, April 14(AP) — Poland's indebt- 
edness to France currently stands at about 16 
billion francs ($2.5 billion), of which offi- 
cially guaranteed debt represents dose to II 
billion francs ($1.7 billion), according to 
French External Relations Minister Claude 
Cheysson. 

The Communist bloc country’s overall ind- 
ebtedness to the West has been estimated at 
$25.5 billion. 

In a reply to a written parliamentary ques- 
tion, Cheysson said Poland's ability to meet 
its financial obligations to Western countries 
in the coming years depends on the desire of 
Polish authorities to carry out fundamental 
qconomic reforms and to improve labor pro- 


ductivity. 

This will require the resumption of an 
“authentic dialogue” between the Polish 
government and labor representatives, the 
French minister said. 

Cheysson said the increasing indebtedness 
of Communist bloc countries is a problem 
which Western governments are following 
with increased vigilance in view of the amou- 
nts owed by some of these nations. 

Talks among Poland's Western creditors 
on rescheduling official debt falling due this 
year have been suspended since January foll- 
owing the military crackdown in Poland and 
will not resume until there is evidence that 
the repression is being lifted. 


Soviets produce] 
tasteless tea 

MOSCOW, April 14 (AFP) — Tea 
produced in the Republic of Georgia is 
now virtually tasteless, thanks to new 
technology, the newspaper Fanning Life 
reports. 

Last year, with the aid of new mechan- 
ized picking techniques, a record crop of 
557,000 tons was obtained. The result wa$ 
that much of it had to wait two days before 
processing, whereas tea loses its aroma 
within five hours. 

Party newspaper Pravda, meanwhile, 
recalled that when tea was picked by hand 
it used to reach the processing plants at 
the right time. 

The Soviet public is refusing to buy the 
“mechanized” tea. and have switched to 
the far better Indian tea, even though it 
costs more and is hard to get, the paper 
said.

Jack Bannister, secretary of the associa- 
tion; said after the meeting at Edgbaston: 
“There was no acrimony during the meeting. 
The; resolutions were the outcome of a lot of 
complicated and involved discussion on what, 
after all, is a very tricky subject.” 

All 15 of the players who took part in the 
controversial tour of South Africa attended 
the meeting. Geoff Boycott, Graham Gooch 
and •‘Bob Woolmer all spoke on behalf of the 
touring party. 

“They restricted themselves to offering 
explanations for going to South Africa and 
did riot propose any resolutions asking for the 
associations’ s support in having the ban rem- 
oved or eased,” 

Mfeanwhile. John Emburey. one of the 15 


rebel English cricketers who toured South 
Africa earlier this year, has been dropped as 
vice-captain by his County team Middlesex. 

Emburey, a 29-year-old spinner, has been 
replaced by his England colleague Mike Gat- 
ting, who turned down offers to play on the 
controversial tour. 

Emburey did not complete, the tour after 
breaking a thumb in one of the early matches, 
but still was banned from Test cricket for 
three years by the Test and County Cricket 
Board. 

The Nat West Bank Trophy cricket compe- 
tition will be increased next year, when eight 
more Minor Counties plus Scotland are bro- 
ught into the first round of the competition, it 
was reported Tuesday.

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Uproar ends Moro trial session 


ROME, April 14 (Agencies) — The first 
session of the trial of alleged Red Brigade 
guerrillas accused of murdering former 
Italian Prime Minister Aldo Moro and other 
offenses ended in uproar Wednesday when 
they hurled abuse at the court. Raising his 
voice above the clamor, the Rome Assize 
court president. Severino Santiapichi. 
ordered 35 of the 40 defendants to be 
removed to cells below. 

The alleged members of the leftist urban 
guerrilla group raised clenched fists, sang the 
Internationale, the hymn of international, 
socialism, and called Santiapichi a “buffoon*' 
before paramilitary carabinieri police 
marched them away. After they left, San- 
tiapichi ordered a one-week adjournment as 
sought by the defense to study 1 00,000 pages 
of court documents. Prosecutors call the trial 
the most important legal battle against urban 


guerrillas in postwar Italy. 

“You’re trying to erase five years of armed 

struggle in Italy That’s impossible.” 

shouted Mario Moretti, the reputed head of 
the Red Brigades Rome branch, who 
allegedly interrogated Moro during his 55 
days of captivity in 1978. The start of the trial 
in a gymnasium convened into a courthouse 
along the Tiber River was delayed because of 
the breakdown of a metal detector at the 
main gate. 

Under glaring television lights, the defen- 
dants. handcuffed and chained to one 
another, were led into a five-compartment 
25-meter-Iong white, metal cage. Bullet- 
proof glass shields separated Antonio 
Savasta, a key prosecution witness, and other 
terrorists turned informers from the others.

Japanese probe 
radioactive spill 

TOKYO, April 14 (AP) — Investigations 
'continued Wednesday to determine the cause 
of a radioactive spill within a spent fuel rod 
melting tank at the Tokai nuclear reproces- 
sing plant 96 kins northwest of Tokyo, the 
Power Reactor and Nuclear Fuel Develop- 
ment Corp. said.

He said that although “the danger seems to 
have passed,” the company would only 
resume drilling when there was no further 
evidence of rising gas. 

But he denied a report by the British Coast

“blow-out.” “It was a momentary blow-back 
of drilling mud from the well bore, combined 
with a certain amount of gas that was disco- 
vered on the surface,” he said. “It was what 
we call a kick, not a Mow-out, which is an 
uncontrolled flow of oil or gas spurting out of 
a well” 

The accident occurred while the semi- 
submersible mobile exploration rig Sedco 
701, contracted to Phillips by its Dutch 
owners. Sea Drilling Netherlands NV, was 
drilling a development well in the Maureen 
oilfield about 160 miles northeast of Aber- 
deen he said. 

The spokesman said the rig was drilling a 
development well when it hit a pocket of gas. 
Pressure in the well forced some of the gas to 
the surface, along with a quantity of lubricat- 
ing mud before “blow-out preventers” — 
large valves lying on the seabed — were acti- 
vated and the well was sealed off, he said. 


Spain Communists offered state post 


OVIEDO, Spain April 14 (AFP) — Com- 
munists will participate in an autonomous 
government in Spain for the first time when a 
party member takes over the Transport Mini- 
stry in the principality of Asturias, sources 
said here Wednesday. 

The Communists were offered the post by 
the Asturian branch of the Spanish Socialist 
Labor Party (PSOE), which holds a majority 
in the region, sources said. A final decision 
will be made Thursday after the Asturian 
Parliament elects a president. 

The PSOE*s national executive committee 
was against the move since it opposes an alli- 
ance with the Communists while the PSOE 
tries to present itself as moderate and progre- 


ssive. Recent polls have shown moderate 
voters leaning toward the Socialists for 
national legislative elections in March 1983. 

The Socialists hold 24 seats in the Asturian 
Parliament, against seven for the Commun- 
ists and 27 for the coalition of the govern- 
ment’s Center Democratic Union (UCD) 
and the conservative Popular Alliance (AP). 

Local leaders were trying to fight off the 
UCD- AP coalition, which they said could not 
govern the region. The Asturian Parliament 
was set up at the end of last year and consists 
of 30 members (tom different parties elected 
in the region and 28 otters designated propo- 
rtionally from their standings in regional elec- 
tions, with such elections to be held next year. 
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waved to their families and friends. Eight 
women defendants, all in one white metal 
cage and wearing makeup, stood on wooden 
benches to shout greetings to friends and 
families in the courtroom. Some wore ear- 
rings, necklaces and munched on biscuits 
they brought in a plastic bag.

Relatives of Moro’s slain bodyguards sat in 
the fourth row of the courtroom. The mother 
of a police officer slain by the Red Brigades, 
an elderly woman in black mourning dress, 
repeatedly wiped tears as the judge called out 
the names of the 63 defendants. 

The government, bracing for possible viol- 
ence, ordered the posting of guards outside 
the courthouse, after terrorists in speeding 
cars sprayed shotgun fire and hurled gre- 
nades at 'a police bus outside the building 
Monday. Three officers were wounded in the 
attack which the Red Brigades said it made. 

The area patrolled by hundreds of 
paramilitary carabinieri with submachine 
guns and bullet proof vests, and the cour- 
troom was equipped with bulletproof win- 
dows and electronic surveillance devices. 

The defendants, including nine still at large 
and being tried in absentia, were nearly all 
members of the Red Brigades’ Rome branch. 
They were charged in a 70,000-page indict- 
ment with 17 homicides, 1 1 attempted homi- 
cides and four kidnappings committed bet- 
ween December 1976 and May 1980. With 
some 200 witnesses to be called, the trial was 
expected to last two months. 

The focus of the trial will be the case 
against 23 defendants accused of murdering 
. Mora's five bodyguards on March 16, 1978, 
kidnapping and holding Moro in a “people’s 
prison” for 55 days and killing him on May 9. 
The prosecution has built its case largely on 
the testimony of two “pentiti” — Penitent 
guerrillas — Antonio Savasta and Patrizio 
Peri. 

Presiding Judge Santiapichi was credited 
with the speedy handling of the trial of 
Mehmet All Agca, the Turkish terrorist sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment for shooting 
Pope John Paul II last year. 

Adhere to NPT, 
S. Africa urged 

PRETORIA, April 14 (AFP) — The 
United States government is continuing to 
press South Africa to adhere to the nuclear 
non-proliferation treaty, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of State said in a statement issued Wed- 
nesday by the U.S. Embassy in Pretoria. 

In the statement on the U.S. position on 
the question of nuclear fuel supply for South 
Africa the State Department said it believed 
such efforts were best served by a dialogue in 
a non -confrontational environment. 

The department said the consistent U.S. 
position on the question of nuclear fuel sup- 
ply for South Africa had been that 4 * we would 
not be able to provide enriched uranium for 
the French -built Koeberg (near Cape Town) 
power reactors unless South Africa adhered 
to the nuclear non-proliferation treaty and 
accepted IAEA (International ^Atomic 
Energy Agency) safeguards on all Its nuclear 
facilities.” 

The statement added, “a derision on the 
part of other countries to supply the uranium, 
as well as a French decision to provide the 
fuel fabrication services, would be the 
sovereign prerogative of those countries.” 

Soviets tell Japan 
to normalize ties 

MOSCOW, April 14 (AFP) — The Soviet 
Communist Party paper Pravda Wednesday 
made a fresh appeal to Japan to normalize 
relations with the Soviet Union. It stressed 
the importance of giving a solid basis to 
Soviet-Japanese relations and suggested this 
could come through long-term economic and 
industrial cooperation agreements. 

Pravda said the absence of such accords 
hampered the development of economic 
exchanges and recalled that Japan and the 
Soviet Union had common interests, notably 
the exploitation of Siberian mineral 
resources. 

The article regretted the Japanese linkage 
of normalization with political questions, par- 
ticularly the return of the Kurile Islands to 
Japan which Moscow has always opposed. 
Pravda recalled that Leonid Brezhnev had 
invited Japan to normalize relations with 
Moscow in a speech in Tashkent on March 
25. He said the Soviet Union continued to 
favor good-neighborly relations and greater 
mutual cooperation with Japan.

Amnesty asks Uganda 

to haltcivilian massacre 


SAN SALVADOR, April 14 (Agencies) 
— Negotiations to form a new government in 
El Salvador have been blocked by demands 
from the centrist Christian Democrats for a 
major share of power. 

Christian Democrat leaders told a press 
conference the party had rejected proposals 
for forming a coalition of national unity with 
rightist parties; who together won a majority 
of seats in elections last month for a Constitu- 
ent Assembly. The elections were regarded 
by the U.S. -backed civilian -military govern- 
ment as a first step toward ending the civil 
war. 

The Christian Democrats led by president 
Jose Napoleon Duarte took 42 percent of 
votes but only 24 of the assembly’s 60 seats. 
Party leader Julio Adolfo Rey Prendes said 
they were demanding a share of power equi- 
valent to their voting strength. 

Prendes said major participation by the 
Christian Democrats m the new government 
was essential to guarantee political and social 
reforms introduced by Duarte. “The other 
parties have represented the antithesis of 
democracy in this country ” he said. 

Prendes said the coalition of rightist parties 
was apparently insisting on the right to cho- 
ose the president and had offered only the 
post of foreign minister to the Christian 
Democrats. Asked what the consequences 
would be of a purely right-wing government, 
Prendes said: “If they thmk they can solve all 
the problems of the country — then God save 
El Salvador.” 

The Christian Demcxai leaders said they 
had put forward counterproposals suggesting 
the formation of a three-man junta or the 
nomination of an independent as president. 
There was no immediate reaction from the 
right to the offer. Rightist leader Roberto 
<f Aabirisson said earlier that basic agree- 
ment had teen reached with the Christian 
Democrats on the formation of a coalition. 

Meanwhile, the Christian Democrats cal- 
led a national convention for next Saturday to 
discuss the situation. Prendes explained: 
“The country cannot wait much longer for a 
government, and the present crisis must be 
solved very soon.”
